Hotels of twenty years ago.” 
The committee was formed in 1905 
to elim inate the menace of the so- 
called Raines-Law Hotels and has 
since continued to report to the po­ 
lice any evidence of commercialized 
vice. 
“The hostess of the night club and 


speakeasy is the American counter­ 
part of the Geisha girl of Japan.” ; 
the committee's report said. “She is i 
employed for the main purpose of 
increasing the sales of liquor, food 
and other drinks, and. incidentally, j 
she is to provide entertainm ent for 
the men customers. 
Her sex appeal 
largely accounts for her success." 
The report states th a t of the 157 
night clubs and speakeasies investi­ 
gated. 132 or nearly 85 per cent were 
identified with vice. It describes con- j 
ditions 
in 
the closed dance halls 
where men customers purchase tickets 
for each dance and states th at this 
type of hall “is a drowing and se- | 
rious m enace” and a place where 
the largest num ber of young girls 
first get their start along the wrong j 
path. 
The report also condemns th e ' 
private 
dance 
studio 
operated by j 
young and attractive girls where les­ 
sons are given in private rooms.
